MAN HAD TAKEN CLASS-A DRUG 

Maesteg woman 
( 80 ) died after 
a driver ‘didn’t 

see her' - COURT TOLD 


A great-great grandmother 
of 80, who died after being 
hit by a motorist who was 
under the influence of a 
Class A drug, suffered 
“catastrophic injuries” - 
Cardiff Crown Court has 
heard. 

Alan Davies (35) of Maesteg 
Road, Maesteg, was jailed for four 
years. 

He admitted causing the death 
of Tydfil Jenkins by careless

driving while driving under the 
influence of drugs, driving while 
disqualified with no insurance and 
without a licence. 

The court heard Davies had a 
total of 32 convictions for 96 
offences, including 55 for driving 
offences. 

Prosecutor James Wilson said 
the incident occurred on Bethania 
Street, Maesteg on June 10, near a 
bus stop, at about 5pm. 


At the time, Mrs Jenkins was 
crossing the road close to her home 
when she was hit by the Renault 
Clio driven by Davies. 

A witness driving the other way 
slowed to lOmph and was aware of 
a woman with a walking stick. 

A passenger in Davies’s car said 
he believed his friend had only a 
provisional licence and that day 
had taken out insurance. 

He said they were displaying ‘L’ 
plates and travelling up to 30mph.

A terrified young 
kitten was saved 
from turbulent 
Storm Doris 
winds, after 
spending 24 hours 
marooned in a 
Maesteg tree. 

Topper the kitten 
was stuck 50ft up the 
tree in the Metcalfe 
Street area of the town, 
and unable to get back 
down to safety as the 
storm blew. 

RSPCA Cymru 
enlisted the support of 
the South Wales Fire 
and Rescue Service, 
who cut down the tree 
and reunited Topper 
with his owner. 

The rescue took 
place on Saturday 
(February 25). 

Gemma Cooper, 
RSPCA inspector, said: 
“It’s frankly amazing 
that Topper managed 
to stay in the tree 
securely for as long as 
he did, as the wind was 
really thrashing this 
brave kitten about. 

“We’re grateful for 
the support of South 
Wales Fire and Rescue 
Service in completing 
this rescue. 

“It was another 
great example of how 
we often work together 
to help animals in the 
local community. 

“Topper was very 
cold and wet, but 
thankfully, suffered no 
injuries at all. 

“It was great to be 



able to help reunite 
him with his owner.” 

Margaret Seymour, 
Topper’s owner, said: 
“We’re so grateful to 
the RSPCA, and the 


South Wales Fire and 
Rescue Service, who 
went out of their way 
to help Topper. 

“They were 
absolutely fantastic.

A new support 
group is being 
launched to ‘help 
increase the 
confidence and 
independence’ of 
people affected by 
macular 
degeneration in 
Maesteg. 

The Macular Society 
(together with local 
people) has organised 
the group, which meets 
on the second Monday 
of every month to offer 
information, 
encouragement and 
friendship to people who 
are affected by the 
condition. 

Age-related macular 
degeneration (AMD) 
affects the central vision 
and is the most common 
cause of sight loss in the 
UK, affecting more than 
600,000 people. More 
people are affected as 
the population ages. 

Adele Francis, the 
Macular Society regional 
manager, said: “This 
new group is here for 
anybody affected by 
macular degeneration, 
we want to encourage 
people to come along. 
Friends and family are 
also very welcome. 

“It’s good to be able 
to learn from each 
other’s experiences and 
get tips. The peer 
support can be so 
helpful. Our groups can 
really help people 
increase in confidence 
and become more 
independent. 


“The group will invite 
guest speakers on a 
variety of subjects, 
including macular 
conditions and their 
impact on our daily 
lives. The meetings are 
also social occasions 
where we can chat over 
a cup of tea.” 

The first meeting will 
include a ‘Gadget 
Guide’ session, where 
volunteers will 
demonstrate a range of 
aids and gadgets which 
can help make everyday 
tasks easier. 

These include liquid 
level indicators, which 
monitor the amount of 
liquid going into a cup 
and either sound or 
vibrate when full. 

Local rehabilitation 
and eye clinic liaison 
officers will also be on 
hand to highlight the 
additional support 
available.

AFON Y Felin Primary 
School in North Cornelly 
has joined a group of local 
schools to achieve the 
Silver School Mark award 
from Sustrans Cymru - the 
charity that encourages 
people to take more 
journeys by walking, 
cycling, scooting and public 
transport. 

Sustrans Cymru schools officer 
Roger Dutton said: 

“Congratulations to Afon y Felin 
Primary School on achieving this 
award. The pupils and staff have 
worked really hard over the last 
couple of years, acquiring funding 
from the Kenfig Trust for bike and 
scooter storage and holding 
events, such as the Christmas 
bling, where they added festive 
decorations to their bikes. 

“They are also one of the many 
local schools that take part in the 
annual Big Pedal challenge which 
invites pupils, parents and staff to 
clock up as many two wheel 
journeys as possible. 


“Bridgend county borough 
schools participating in the Active 
Journeys programme over the last 
two years have seen an average 11 
per cent drop in pupils usually 
coming by car, and a fourfold 
increase in pupils coming by bike 
or scooter.” 

Roger added: “The other local 
Active Journeys primary schools 
that have earned the Silver award 
so far are Brackla, Brynmenyn, 
Llangwynyd, Cornelli, 

Coy church, Garth and Nantymoel. 
Who will be first to get gold?” 

Afon Y Felin headteacher 
Nicola Williams said: “We are 
very proud of our long-term 
commitment to cycling, scooting 
and walking to school. We’re 
delighted that our efforts have 
been recognised by Sustrans 
Cymru, and I’d like to thank 
parents for their outstanding 
support. Over the last 18 months, 
the number of pupils arriving at 
school by car has fallen 
significantly.” 

Coun Charles Smith, BCBC 
cabinet member for education and 
regeneration, said: “Improved 


infrastructure around Cornelly 
thanks to ‘safe routes in the 
community’ funding has made 
cycling a safer and more realistic 
option for local families, while 
Afon Y Felin’s new bike shed is 
also making a big impact. 

“In all, this is a great example 
of how a combination of making 
routes to school safer, providing 
excellent covered bike storage, 
and promoting active travel can 
create a shift from a car culture. 

“It’s also fantastic to hear that 
the levels of cycling and 
‘scooting’ are on the rise at so 
many other schools, as an active 
school run not only helps children 
to keep fit, but it also boosts their 
concentration levels, can improve 
their wellbeing, and is obviously 
good for the environment, too.”

The 
Duma, the Russian Parliament, ruled for six months 
before the Bolsheviks seized power on November 
8. This whole chain of events eventually resulted 
in Russia negotiating peace with Germany through 
the signing of the Treaty of Brest-Litovsk, March 3, 
1918; and the assassination of the Russian royal 
family at Ekaterinburg on July 17, 1918. 

Conversely, the USA were preparing to enter the 
war. On March 12 President Woodrow Wilson 
announced the arming of US merchant ships and on 
March 20 the US war cabinet voted unanimously in 
favour of declaring war on Germany. War was 
officially declared on April 6. 

Nationally, greater attention was being drawn to 
‘War in the Air.’ Major General Hugh Trenchard, 
who later became known as the father of the RAF, 
created the 100 Pioneer Night Bombing Squadron. 
It was raised out of Home Defence Wing 
Squadrons and was the first unit raised specifically 
for night bombing. Its aim was the bombing of 
German aerodromes and infrastructure. 

Mobilised at Famborough, it left for France on 
March 21, 1917 landing near Arras from where it 
carried out its first sortie on April 5 bombing Douai 
Aerodrome, where Baron Mannfred von 
Richtofen’s ‘Flying Circus’ was based. 

In April 1918 the squadron became known as the 
100 Squadron, Independent Force, which 
distinguished it from the newly-formed Royal Air 
Force. Transferring to Alsace-Forraine, it carried 
out night raids on German towns and cities. These 
long-range sorties became possible due to the 
acquisition of new aircraft, the Handley Page 
Bomber. 

From June 1918 to November 1918, 2nd 
Fieutenant Paul Wilkins, 41 Fenton Place, 
Porthcawl originally with the Royal Engineers was 
assigned to the 100 Squadron (Independent Force) 
whereupon he trained as an observer. Ft Wilkins 
took part in 23 raids. 

Having already been awarded the Military Cross 
in October 1917 while serving with the Royal 
Engineers, Fieutenant Wilkins was recommended 
for the Distinguished Flying Cross in September 
1918, aged 22 years for ‘excellent work 
participating in 23 night bombing raids and has

shown at all times a fine offensive spirit, devotion 
to duty and unfailing energy, and great keenness. 
Full of pluck and on several occasions has done 
two or three raids in a night. His skill as an 
observer is remarkable.’ 

Following his demobilisation in 1919, Ft Wilkins 
emigrated to India where he joined the Bombay 
Police Force in November 1923, eventually 
attaining the rank of Deputy Commissioner of 
Police. Paul Bergman Wilkins was to be decorated 
twice more. ‘For distinguished service in a difficult 
district,’ he was, personally, decorated with the 
King’s Police Medal by HM King George VI at 
Buckingham Palace on Thursday, February 26 
1931, and the OBE in 1942. He died in 
Bournemouth in June 1970 aged 74. 

On March 31 1917, Paul Wilkins’ uncle, 2nd 
Fieutenant Jasper Daniel (whose mother, Naomi, 
lived at 18 Fenton Place) transferred from the 23rd 
Welsh Battalion to which he had enlisted at 
Porthcawl early in 1916, to the Royal Flying Corps. 
He served with 84 Squadron, which was posted to 
France in September 1917. 

During its 15 months of active service on the 
Western Front, the Squadron destroyed 129 enemy 
aircraft. It was disbanded on January 30, 1920. Lt 
Daniel survived the war but his elder brother Ralph, 
was killed at Passchendaele on July 31, 1917. 

By 1929 their mother Naomi had moved to 
Pavilion Place, top of Gordon Road, to make way 
for the building of Tabernacle Chapel - which 
today has the address 18, Fenton Place. 

Tragically, not all Porthcawl’s airmen survived. 
2nd Lieutenant Lewis Charles Burford Sheppard 
was bom on September 21, 1896 in Falmouth 
Cornwall, the only son of Henry and Gertrude 
Sheppard. In 1911, Henry is found working as an 
engineer at a Maesteg colliery and the family had 
moved into Newton House, Porthcawl. 

In January 1915 aged 19 Lewis enlisted in the 
Somerset Light Infantry, seeing active service from 
May until being invalided home to Porthcawl in 
August 1915. The following August he transferred 
to the Royal Flying Corps. 

Lewis obtained his wings and pilot’s certificate 
on March 8, 1917 and was posted to France with 32 
Squadron, on March 24, 1917. Within a month he 
was dead. Lewis was killed when his aircraft, an 
SE5, crashed on landing on the Bapaume Road, 
Fremicourt near Arras, on April 21, 1917 during 
what became known as ‘Bloody April’; so called 
because of the great losses suffered by the Royal 
Flying Corps at the hands of the technically 
superior German Luftstreitkrafte (Imperial German 
Air Force) while providing air support at the Battle 
of Arras. 

On the day that Tsar Nicholas abdicated, at 3, 
Vintin Terrace Mrs Blodwen Turner received a 
postcard from her husband, Tom, stating that he 
was ‘alright.’ It was, also, the day, that Sapper 
Thomas Harford Turner, ‘Tom’ was killed. 

Tom was a tme Porthcawlian. He had been 
bom, one of four children, to William and Priscilla 
Turner in 1890 at Pilot’s Row but the family had 
moved to Williams Place, (Marine Terrace) the 
other side of the Square, by 1901. 

Following in his father’s trade as a stonemason, 
in 1909 Tom married Blodwen Huskings and they 
initially set up home at 3, Westboume Place where 
their first child, Kenneth was born. On January 6, 
Tom enlisted in the 124th Royal Engineers with his 
‘pals’ Brinley Llewellyn and Sydney James. 

It was Syd who was with Tom when he died and 
wrote home to the Porthcawl News: ‘Dear Sir, It is 
with the greatest sorrow I am writing this letter to 
inform you that my pal, Tom Turner, was killed by 
a shell about 5.30pm. It would be a great kindness 
if you would break the news gently to his wife and 
parents.’ ( Porthcawl News March 22,1917) 

The Turner family certainly responded to the 
country’s call. Even Tom’s father, William, served 
with the Royal Defence Corps from October 17, 
1914 to September 17, 1917; only being discharged

because he was over age. 

The family’s link with the Porthcawl News 
developed as a result of Tom’s brother Jack Turner 
having worked for the paper. Throughout the war, 
until being wounded and consequently discharged 
from the RAMC early in 1917, Jack sent monthly 
reports home from the front. 

Jack continued to write his column for the 
Porthcawl News and following his brother’s death 
wrote: ‘Years ago as young lads together we used 
to play at soldiers... we must not forget our soldier 
boys who have fallen. One cannot do too much for 
the lads who are serving in that awful Hades 
beyond the seas.’ 

In 1919, Jack became the first secretary of the 
Porthcawl Branch of the Comrades of the Great 
War. In 1924, it became the Porthcawl Branch of 
the British Legion.

THE co-founder of a 
Pencoed-based video 
games company, who 
turned the business 
he started in his attic 
into a six-figure 
enterprise, won 
Young Entrepreneur 
of the Year at the 
Welsh Business 
Awards on February 
23. 

Richard Pring (29) 
who started games 
developer and publisher 
Wales Interactive in 
2012 with David Banner, 
beat off tough 
competition to win the 
coveted award at the 
ceremony, which took 
place at the National 
Museum of Wales and 
was organised by the 
South and Mid Wales 
Chamber of Commerce. 

Wales Interactive, 
now a team of 11 with 
an annual turnover of 
£400,000, not only 
develops its own English 
and Welsh language 
video games but also 
operates a games 
publishing label, 
working with talented 
independent developers 
worldwide to bring their 
unique creations to new 
platforms. 

In just four years the 
company has released 20 
games, won multiple 
awards worldwide and 
increased its turnover by 
at least 30 per cent 
annually. 

“Winning this award 
is a great honour and an 
amazing way to top what 
has been a tremendous 
year for both myself and 
the business,” said Pring.

COPD, or chronic 
obstructive pulmonary 
disease, is a collection 
of lung diseases 
including chronic 
bronchitis and 
emphysema. Welsh 
Government funding has 
led to the setting up of 
the rehabilitation teams, 
and Bridgend’s 
pulmonary rehabilitation 
team is based at Ward 


16 of Princess of Wales 
Hospital. 

Catherine Stracy 
explained: “We know 
patients who exercise 
more, eat healthily and 
understand their 
condition will be able to 
manage their condition 
better at home and 
reduce hospital 
admissions.” 

The pulmonary rehab 
team is headed by 
Nicola Perry-Gower and 
made up of 
physiotherapists, 
occupational therapists, 
dietitians, nurses, 
exercise instructors and 
technicians in line with 
guidelines laid out by 
the British Thoracic 
Society. Patients are 
referred to the classes 
by their GPs. 

Mick Brookes of 
North Cornelly said: 
“The help the team has 
given me is fantastic. I 
wasn’t sure if it would 
be for me but it’s made 
a difference and it has 
helped me get my sense 
of humour back again.”

Another year - 
another top notch 
show by the 
Bridgend Youth 
Theatre (BYT) in 
the Grand 
Pavilion, 
Porthcawl. This 
time, it was Fiddler 
on the Roof. 

However, with the 
BYT, it might just as 
well be Groundhog 
Day, because each year 
there are new faces on 
stage, but the quality 
remains the same. 

BYT director Roger 
Burnell has put together 
a talented young 
production team, with 
assistant director 
Naiomi Pearl Roberts, 
musical director Nathan 
Jones and 

choreographer Annie 
Davies, and given them 
an impressive pool of 
young talent from 
around the area to work 
with. 

Added to that, 
Fiddler on the Roof is a 
classic show, full of 
good tunes, drama and 
humour, with an added 
resonance in this day 
and age, as the villagers 
who have lived for 
many years in Russia 
are forced to become 
refugees. 

The cast put on five 
performances over three 
days (February 23-25), 
and I saw the final one, 
on Saturday night, 
where an appreciative 
audience gave the 
young performers a 
well-deserved standing 
ovation. 

My only problem is 
how to review it, 
because the depth of 
talent available to the 
BYT meant that a 
number of roles were 
shared, with two actors 
appearing on alternate 
nights. 

The main character is 
Tevye, the village 
milkman and 
philosopher, who has 
six daughters. Owen 
Rhys Evans played 
Tevye on all five 


shows, but his four 
eldest daughters were 
shared between eight 
girls. 

It would be easy to 
enthuse about the 
Saturday cast, but that 
seems unfair on the 
Friday girls. I have it on 
good authority that they 
were excellent too. 

Similarly, the male 
roles of Motel, the 
young tailor who is in 
love with Tevye’s oldest 
daughter, Tzeitel, and 
Mordcha, a prominent 
villager, were shared 
between James Evans 
Jones and Rob Davis. 
Motel gets a song, 
‘Miracle of Miracles’ 
but Mordcha doesn’t. 

Consequently, I can 
report that Rob sang it 
very well indeed. I 
can’t comment on 
James, but as last year 
he was Tony, the lead in 
West Side Story, I doubt 
if the Friday audience 
felt short changed. 

To put it in football 
terms, the BYT is a bit 
like Chelsea at the 
moment. A pretty 
impressive 11 take the 
field, but even more 
intimidating is the 
talent on the bench! 

Some cast members 
were on stage for every 
performance, and as 
Tevye and his wife 
Golde, Owen Rhys 
Evans and Rebecca 
Leigh were an excellent 
team. 

Tevye has the eye¬ 
catching songs, and 
Owen made the most of 
‘If I Were a Rich Man’. 
I liked the light and 
shade in his 

performance. Tevye can 
be a bit larger than life, 
but Owen made him 
more of an everyman. 

However, Owen and 
Rebecca really shone 
with their duet, ‘Do You 
love Me?’ which they 
made funny, reflective 
and poignant all at 
once. 

The main comedy 
role in Fiddler is Yente, 
the matchmaker, and 
this gave Aisling 
McCormack Thomas a 


chance to showcase her 
talents, getting plenty of 
laughs as the old 
busybody. 

It’s not that long ago 
that I saw her playing 
the lead in Annie in 
Cowbridge 

Comprehensive’s school 
show, so it's good to see 
someone put her 
singing talents on one 
side to make the show 
work so well. 

There were strong 
performances 
throughout. Last year, 
Lewis Scott had the 
showy role of Bernardo, 
the leader of the Sharks, 
in West Side Story, but 
here he got plenty of 
laughs as Lazar Wolf, 
the elderly, drunken 
butcher who has set his 
sights on Zeitel - 
before true love 
intervenes. 

I wan Bond, playing 
Perchik, the idealistic 
revolutionary who is in 
love with Hodel, 

Tevye’s second oldest 
daughter, was also a 
strong performer. 

Again, in ‘The 
Dream’, where Tevye 
conjures up a dream to 
persuade Golde to 
approve of Tzeitel’s 
young suitor, there were 
excellent ghostly 
cameos from Lili Smith 
and Layla Miller. 

Essentially, Fiddler 
on the Roof is an 
ensemble piece, and 
what was so enjoyable 
about this production 
was how much each 
performer gave on 
stage, whether in a 
featured role or as part 
of the chorus. 

In the cast list below, 
take note of the eight 
girls who shared the 
roles of Tevye’s four 
daughters. On their 
alternate nights, they 
were in the chorus, 
making sure that 
numbers such as 
‘Sunrise, Sunset’ 
worked as well as they 
could. 

They were all part 
othe team, keeping the 
BYT where it should 
be - right at the top 




when it comes to 
entertainment in 
Bridgend county 
borough. 

To drag in another 
football analogy, things 
have gone pear-shaped 
at Leicester City this 
year. Great success last 
year but manager 
Claudio Ranieri 
couldn’t hold some 
players' egos in check - 
it is said.

VENUS looks startlingly bright 
in the evening twilight as it 
moves around to Earth’s side of 
the sun.

Jupiter rises mid evening and 
shines very brightly through the 
night in the constellation Virgo. 

The early evening sky at this time 
of the year is particularly rich in 
stars, with the glorious 
constellations of Orion and Taurus 
looking their very best (pick out 
Betelgeuse, the red giant star at the 
left shoulder of Orion). 

The plane of our galaxy, the 
Milky Way, runs between them and 
Gemini, with its bright stars Castor 
and Pollux. Scan the milky way 
with a pair of binoculars for an 
endless view of starfields.

AN appeal for 
information has 
been launched after 
a Barry cat died on 
a veterinarian's 
recovery table after 
being shot by an air 
rifle. 

The cat, named Rusty, 
had the pellet removed 
by operation on 
February 24. 

An x-ray scan 
revealed the pellet in the 
cat’s back, but sadly,- 
Rusty did not make it 
through the recovery 
stages following surgery. 

An RSPCA Cymru 
spokesman said: “The 
cat started to appear 
unwell approximately 
two weeks earlier, but 
had no obvious wounds 
on her body, so it was 
not apparent she had 
been the victim of a 
shooting. 

“Rusty was also being 
treated for a chest 
infection. However, it is 
now believed this is 
when the shooting took 
place.” 

RSPCA Cymru is 
urging anyone with 
information potentially 
related to the incident to 
contact the charity's 
inspectorate appeal line. 
The incident is 


understood to have taken 
place about a fortnight 
earlier, on Brookfield 
Avenue, where the cat 
lived. 

Gemma Black, 
RSPCA inspector, said: 
“Our thoughts are with 
Rusty’s owner at this 
very difficult time for 
them. 

“The cat sadly didn’t 
recover from the 
operation on February 
24. This sad and 
shocking incident is the 
latest example of the 
suffering to pets that one 
person with an air 
weapon can cause. 

“We urge anyone with 
any relevant information 
to come forward, and 
contact the RSPCA’s 
inspectorate appeal line 
on 0300 123 8018.” 

Rusty’s owner 
Kathryn Price said: “We 
are heartbroken to lose 
Rusty, who was one of 
our three much-loved 
cats. 

“She was an older cat, 
who didn’t go far - so 
we fear the shooting 
took place while she was 
in our back garden.”

BRIDGEND FORD STAFF ARE 
MOVING CLOSER TO STRIKE 
ACTION’ - SAYS UNION LEADER 


AT the time of going to press yesterday 
(Wednesday), a confused picture had 
emerged regarding the future of 
Bridgend Ford, which makes 250,000 
engines a year for Jaguar-Land Rover 
(JLR), and twice that number for its own 
use. 

The plant, which opened in 1980, employs some 
1,900 people and specialises in producing petrol 
engines. It supports around 10,000 further supply- 
chain jobs in south Wales and beyond. 

The GEM understands that top officials from 
Ford UK and Unite union were planning to be 
present at the Bridgend plant yesterday. 

Unite claimed on February 28 that more than 
1,100 jobs were at risk, although just two years ago, 
Ford of Europe made the recommendation to Ford 
HQ in Detroit to build the new ‘Dragon’ petrol 
engines at Bridgend. 

The investment is being backed with an 
additional investment grant by the Welsh 
Government. 

The union is concerned because Ford has not 
issued any five-year outlook for the plant - 
something that it says is in place for other plants. 

Len McCluskey, leader of Unite, caled on Ford 
to “end the agony of its Welsh workforce and 
commit at last to the Bridgend engine plant”. 

Mr McCluskey said that failure to provide 
commitments on new investment will see the 
workforce move one step closer to strike action in 
defence of their jobs. 

In early 2015, it was announced that production 
of the JFR engines would move to its new plant in 
Wolverhampton, cutting by a third the number of 
units produced in Bridgend. 

First Minster of Wales, and Assembly Member 
for Bridgend, Carwyn Jones AM, is in the US on a 
trade mission. 

In a statement issued on Twitter, he said: “These 
reports are clearly deeply concerning, and we are 
actively seeking urgent assurances from Ford, both 
in the UK and US, about their future plans. 

He added that there is “dialogue” - through 
trades unions - with the workforce, members of 
which are “being offered every assistance”. 

^ However, Welsh Conservative AM and Shadow 


Economy Secretary Russell George said yesterday 
that the First Minister “must travel to Detroit [Ford’ 
HQ] to seek assurances from Ford executives over 
the security of its Bridgend plant’s long-term 
future”. 

Mr George continued: “This situation has been 
rumbling on since June now, and right in the 
backyard of the First Minister’s constituency,” he 
said. 

“This is very worrying news for workers and 
their families, who for many months now have 
been grappling with an increasingly uncertain 
future. 

Bridgend MP Madeleine Moon said that she had 
spoken to Ford officials on Tuesday [February 28] 
and claimed there had been no mention of job 
losses, adding that the latest development “has 
completely blindsided me”. 

She continued: “We are living in uncertain 
times. We know for some time that that production 
of the Sigma engine, exported to the US, China and 
Europe is coming to an end. The Jaguar Fand 
Rover engine contract is also coming to an end. 

“Expectations about the number of new Dragon 
engines for export to Europe has declined. So there 
is a need to attract new work to the Bridgend plant. 

“ It is important that management, unions and 
the workforce work together to maintain the 
productivity and viability of the Bridgend plant. I 
along with my fellow local MPs will continue to 
work to seek tariff free access to European markets 
so that new work can be attracted to the Bridgend 
plant.” 

Secretary of State for Wales and Vale MP Alun 
Cairns told The GEM: “I met with Ford officials 
yesterday [February 28] and discussed various 
issues at the plant, including the natural life cycle 
of engines made there and ongoing plans for 
modernisation. 

“As Secretary of State I, will continue to 
positively engage with Ford at Bridgend.” 

The GEM will continue to monitor this changing 
story.

WORK by two postgraduate 
researchers at Cardiff 
University is being recognised 
in annual research awards 
presented in memory of a 
Welsh woman who 
campaigned for women’s 
rights across the world.

AN ex-Welsh 
Guardsman who 
suffered an injury 
when he served in 
Afghanistan, was 
fined £100 and 
ordered to pay £135 
costs at Cardiff 
Crown Court for 
being drunk and 
disorderly in 
Bridgend, writes AJ 
SICLUNA. 

In addition, the court 
heard Michael Rees (26) 
of Gian Road, 

Porthcawl, was in breach 
of a 12-month suspended 
sentence for wounding, 
battery and theft. For 
that, an electronic 
curfew which had been 
imposed between 6pm 
and 8pm, was extended 
by six weeks. 

Judge Michael Fitton 
said Rees had been 
fortunate to be dealt with 
by means of a suspended 
sentence. Plus, he 
added, he imagined that 
Rees found 

circumstances difficult 
when he was discharged 
from the Armed Forces. 

Prosecutor Rebecca 


Griffiths said that on 
January 27, Rees was 
spotted on CCTV drunk 
in Market Street, 
Bridgend. 

He was “extremely 
intoxicated” and was 
being restrained. 

The suspended 
sentence involved a 
domestic incident in 
which Rees sent abusive 
text messages to a 
woman friend, barged 
into her home in a rage, 
took her handbag and 
cash and refused to 
return it, saying he was 
going to burn £100, but 
he later gave it back. 

On one occasion, said 
Ms Griffiths, he lashed 
out and headbutted a 
police officer. 

Solicitor Robert 
Chudleigh said: “Drunk 
and disorderly was yet 
another example of Rees 
behaving in a disorderly 
fashion. 

“Sadly, he suffered a 
back injury when 
serving with the Welsh 
Guards in Afghanistan 
and had to be 
discharged.”

Mrs Jenkins was pronounced dead 
by paramedics 45 minutes later and 
died after suffering ‘catastrophic 
injuries’. 

The cause of death, said Mr Wilson, 
was blunt trauma injuries which led to 
cardiac arrest. 

Police officers discovered that 
Davies was not the owner of the car, 
had failed to tell his insurance 
company he was disqualified and had 
an expired provisional driving licence. 

Mrs Jenkins’ daughter, Hayley 
Morgan, said her mother was “selfless 
and always willing to help”. 

She was, she said, “an amazing 


lady” and the entire family were 
devastated that they would never get 
the opportunity to say goodbye to her. 

Solicitor David Sedgwick, 
representing Davies, said: “Quite 
simply, he didn’t see her until it was 
too late.” 

Passing sentence, Recorder of 
Cardiff, Judge Eleri Rees, said what 
happened had a devastating effect on 
Mrs Jenkins’ family and friends. 

She added that she was conscious 
that no sentence was adequate to 
reflect the loss to the family and their 
grief. 

Davies was also disqualified from 
driving for seven years and 49 weeks.

A six-year-old boy 
has been recognised 
by the Vale Council 
- after his 
campaign to help 
the homeless saw 
Fairfield Primary 
School donate more 
than 60 winter 
warmer bags to 
people sleeping 
rough in south 
Wales. 

Gethin Pritchard, a 
pupil at Fairfield, was 
only two when he 
spotted people sitting on 
the street in Cardiff and 
asked his mum, Tammy, 
about them. 

On learning they had 
nowhere to live, Gethin 
was concerned and 
wanted to help. 

Assisted by brother 
Zak and sisters Alissa 
and Ellie-Mai, what 


began with donations of 
hot drinks soon stretched 
to food and then gift 
cards for local coffee 
shops and bakeries. 

But Gethin wasn’t 
finished there, a 
spokesperson said and 
asked schoolmates to 
help. Together they 
started collecting even 
more supplies for the 
homeless. 

Such was the 
response, a total of 64 
aid bags containing the 
likes of thermal hats, 
scarves, gloves, toiletries 
as well as other items 
were donated by parents 
and distributed to those 
on the streets by charity 
Huggard. 

Businesses also joined 
the effort, with Lenstec 
Optical Group in 
Caerphilly raising more 
than £200 towards items 
for bags. 


Gethin and his 
schoolmates are now 
planning an even more 
ambitious project to 
collect waterproof 
sleeping bags and tents 
for the homeless. 

In recognition of that 
effort, Gethin and other 
pupils at the school were 
recently presented with 
special certificates by 
Vale Council Deputy 
Leader Lis Burnett. 

“When we heard what 
Gethin and his fellow 
pupils at Lairfield 
Primary School had 
done, we felt it should 
not go unnoticed,” said 
Coun Burnett. 

“With the 

encouragement and 
support of the school, 
these pupils are a 
shining example of good 
citizenship. They show 
great compassion at such 
a young age and are a 
credit to themselves, 
their families and their 
school. As a past pupil 
of the school, I was 
absolutely delighted to 
join the chief executive 
of the Huggard Centre at 
a recent school assembly 
to award the pupils 
Social Awareness 
certificates in 
recognition of their kind 
work.” 

Tammy Pritchard 
said: “The school was 
fantastic at getting on 
board with it all, and 
really helping. I 
mentioned it to one 


teacher and they thought 
it was a brilliant idea. 
Then it was put to the 
school council, who 
were right behind it as 
well.” 

Lather Tony Pritchard 
said: “When Gethin 
came up with the idea of 
the bags, it was a bit of a 
headscratcher in terms of 
how we were going to 
do it. Luckily, the school 
were amazing. Without 
them we wouldn’t have 
got this off the ground. 

“Some of the kids’ 
families really went to 
town. We had jackets, 
trousers and hoodies. 

We want to say a big 
thank you to them.” 

Lairfield headteacher 
Sian Lewis said: “We 
were approached by Mrs 
Pritchard and Gethin and 
straight away the school 
council were supportive 
and wanted to get behind 
his initiative. 

“We shared the idea 
with the children and 
had a wonderful 
response from them and 
their families. An 
incredible amount of 
stuff was brought in and 
we’re just so proud of 
them and especially 
Gethin. 

“As part of the 
curriculum, we talk to 
the children about being 
good citizens and having 
good values. This is a 
very good example of 
how they put that into 
action.”

True-life story lacks the human touch.. 


THE Boston 
Marathon bombing 
in 2013 was a 
terrorist attack 
that shook the 
world, its impact 
reverberating as 
people struggled to 
comprehend the 
severity of this 
atrocity. 

The bombing, and 
the pursuit of the men 
responsible captivated a 
worldwide audience, so 
it’s unsurprising that it 
has become the subject 
of a film, Patriot’s Day. 

Directed by Peter 
Berg, it stars Mark 
Wahlberg as Tommy 
Saunders, a policeman 
who is caught up in the 
bombing; providing 
support to the Boston 
police commissioner Ed 
Davis (John Goodman), 
FBI agent Ron 
DesLauriers (Kevin 
Bacon), it sees the city 
go into lockdown as the 
hunt for the two men 
(Alex Wolff and Themo 
Melikidze) responsible 
for the attack goes into 
overdrive... 

Coming so soon after 
the events of April 15, 
2013, Patriot’s Day is a 


film that attempts to 
delve beneath the 
surface to tell the story 
of how this attack 
occurred and the events 
that led to the death and 
capture of the men 
responsible. 

While a noble, 
gripping story that 
celebrates the hard work 
and efforts of those 
tasked with capturing 
the terrorists (and those 
caught up in their 
actions), the film all too 
often feels like a 
procedural, a 
slowburner that etches 
out how the police and 
FBI went from having 
no information to 
enough information. 

While this doesn’t 
diminish the power of 
the story being told, and 
makes for a thoroughly 
engaging watch, you 
can’t help but feel the 
more intriguing story is 
in what the film doesn’t 
tell you. 

As the film builds up 
to the attack we meet 
several characters who 
prove to be key in the 
story that unfolds, 
whether they be 
innocents who will find 
themselves embroiled in 
the events of the 


ensuing days or those 
responsible for the 
attacks; yet the majority 
of these characters end 
up on the periphery, 
sidelined by the no-less 
engaging but slightly 
more familiar story of 
how the terrorists were 
caught. 

Rather than appeal to 
the human interest in 
how these people 
survived and made it 
through the atrocity 
(something Marathon: 
The Patriot’s Day 
Bombing documentary 
does exceptionally 
well), we end up with 
something that feels a 
little over-familiar, 
seemingly cribbed from 
the likes of 24 or any 
other ‘catch-a-terrorist’ 
film. 

It’s interesting, 
certainly, especially for 
those with little 
knowledge of what 
went down between the 
bombs going off and 
those responsible being 
tracked down, but 
doesn’t really tread any 
new water in terms of 
its execution. 

This is Peter Berg 
and Mark Wahlberg’s 
second true-life disaster 
film in six months, 


having previously 
directed and starred 
respectively in 
Deepwater Horizon , 
and both do a decent 
job here. Berg always 
brings an immediacy 
and an immersiveness 
to his filmmaking and 
this is no different, 
using inserts of real 
footage to give the film 
a more factual and 
grounded edge, while a 
shoot-out is grittily and 
impressively staged. 

Wahlberg plays an 
amalgamation of several 
real-life characters, and 
despite being the name 
above the title of the 
film, and perhaps 
because of this doesn’t 
really play a leading 
role; his Boston 
sensibility and 
knowledge of the area 
comes into play, 
guiding larger forces to 
make decisions they 
know will help track 
down the terrorists, but 
a monologue about the 
impact of terrorism 
aside, his role slots 
alongside the other 
performances with little 
fanfare, the film 
peculiarly anchored 
around his character. 

John Goodman, 


Kevin Bacon and JK 
Simmons all give the 
film a foundation of 
class and dependability 
in their roles, but it’s 
very much an ensemble 
feel, the story dictating 
the importance of the 
characters and their 
involvement in the 
story. 

But what smacks 
most of a missed 
opportunity is the last 
five minutes of the film; 
eschewing the 
fictionalised telling of 
the story, a mix of 
interviews with the real 
people who are depicted 
in the film and footage 
of the city in the 
aftermath of the attack 
are more powerful and 
potent than much of 
what is the film before. 

Berg aims to end the 
film on the note that, 
given the atrocities that 
have since taken place 
in Brussels and Paris (to 
name but two), the 
power lies not with 
those who wish to harm 
but with those who have 
survived and thrived 
despite the actions of 
others. 

It’s a strong 
conclusion, yet given 
that the film is about the 


manhunt rather than the 
human stories at the 
centre of the attack, it 
strikes a false note - 
Berg would arguably 
have been better telling 
this story in Patriot’s 
Day rather than the 
compelling, but overly - 
familiar one he chooses 
to run with. 

VERDICT-A 
powerful story well 
told, Patriot’s Day is 
nonetheless something 
of a missed opportunity. 
Eschewing the story of 
those caught up in the 


2013 Boston Marathon 
bombing for a more 
linear manhunt story, 
we are caught up in the 
drama but never as fully 
emotionally invested as 
we could have been. 
That said, few directors 
are capable of 
producing such 
compelling work as 
Peter Berg in what is 
still an impressive film. 
Recommended.

THE site of the 
former Second 
World War German 
prisoner-of-war 
camp at Island 
Farm, Bridgend, 
was opened to the 
public recently as 
the Hut 9 
Preservation Group 
staged their first 
open weekend of 
2017. 


A total of 630 visitors 
took the opportunity to 
visit the scene of the 
famous ‘German Great 
Escape’ and were 
entertained by 

volunteers, who told 
them more about the 
history of the site. 

The former World War 
Two camp is sealed to 
visitors for much of the 
time, but several times 
each year the locked 
doors of the hut from 


which this escape was 
made, are opened to 
allow hundreds of 
visitors a rare look inside 
this unique building. 

Members of the Hut 9 
Preservation Group and 
over 50 ‘living 
historians’, dressed in 
period uniforms, gave 
talks and guided tours 
inside the hut. A number 
of period military 
vehicles were also on 
site.

Military historians 
were on hand to tell 
visitors about the history 
of the buildings, from 
their occupation by 
female workers at the 
nearby ordnance factory 
to the housing of 
hundreds of German 
prisoners of war. Also on 
display were dozens of 
original wall paintings 
made by the occupants 
over 70 years ago and 
rescued from some of the 
now-demolished huts. 

Brett Exton gave 
illustrated talks on the 
history of the site, and Dr 
Jonathan Hicks told 
visitors about the work of 
the group since its 
formation in 2012, and 
ALSO gave an insight 
into that famous night in 
March 1945 when 70 
German prisoners made 
their bid for freedom. 

A spokesman said: 
“Every penny donated by 
visitors at these special 
openings is spent on 
improving the visitor 
experience. In the last 
two years, under the 
guidance of group 
member Wayne Gill, the 
group has renovated a 
nearby derelict building 
to convert it into a visitor

OBITUARY - PIERO FAMA 


Cowbridge 
restaurateur 
‘brought colour 
to many lives’ 


A FAMOUS name 
from Cow bridge’s 
past has passed 
away, and a good 
friend has written 
the following 
obituary. 

The Reverend Glyn 
Austin was not a 
minister when he first 
met Piero Fama - the 
restaurateur who 

brought Basil’s to 
Cowbridge. 

In fact, Glyn Austin 
lived above Basil’s and 
worked there, before 
taking holy orders in 
1990. 

As local people will 
know, Mr Fama sold up 
and moved away but the 
Rev Austin stayed in 
touch and has supplied 
this obituary of a good 
friend. 

y friend Piero 
Fama, who 
passed away 
last year, was a well- 
known restaurateur in 
south Wales during the 
1970s and ‘80s. In 
1983, he opened Basil’s 
Brasserie in 

Cowbridge. 

Piero hailed from 
Taormina in Sicily. He 
arrived in London 
during the swinging 
sixties and worked for 
some time at the 
legendary Hungry Horse 
on Fulham Road. 

Piero was full of 
wonderful, and 

sometimes racy stories 
about the customers at 
The Hungry Horse. 

In the very early ‘70s, 
Piero and his family 
opened The Harvesters

in what was then a 
distinctly unfashionable 
part of Cardiff. 

The Harvesters in 
Ponte anna Street, 
modelled partly on the 
success of The Hungry 
Horse, proved to be an 
incredibly successful 

venture. 

When I worked there 
in the mid-’70s, the 
restaurant was listed in 
the Good Food Guide 
and it was buzzing! It 
was a magnet for local 
people and visiting 
celebrities. 

Whilst Piero was 
living and working in 
Pontcanna he learned 
Welsh - he was a gifted 
linguist, and would 
make a point of 

welcoming Welsh 
speakers to the 

restaurant in their 

mother tongue. 

He also appeared on 
Welsh language 

television demonstrating 
some of his recipes. 
Indeed, you could argue 
that Piero was a 
forerunner of the 
celebrity chef. That 
thought would have 
made him laugh, I am 
sure. 

Basil’s Brasserie in 


Cowbridge, like the 
Harvesters before it in 
the 1970s, was a busy 
restaurant. The 

restaurant soon had a 
loyal core of regulars. 

Piero shared the 
cooking in those days 
but his attention to detail 
and his wide range of 
culinary influences were 
always apparent on the 
menu. 

Piero was one of life’s 
characters. He was 
proud of his Sicilian 
roots but the culture of 
his adopted home was 
also a source of great 
interest. 

Piero enjoyed opera, 
played squash and loved 
good food and red wine. 
He was well-read and a 
keen observer of the 
human condition. 

He would roar with 
laughter at some of the 
idiocies of modern life. 
You couldn’t call Piero 
politically correct, but he 
could be very kind and 
thoughtful. 

Piero the restaurateur 
brought colour to many 
lives. He was fun to 
work with. 

He retired to 

Barnstaple in north 
Devon with his wife Val. 
He died last year after a 
short illness. Piero’s zest 
for life, his love of red 
wine and opera 

remained, Val informs 
me, unabated.

Black ice causes 
traffic chaos 
around the area 



THERE was traffic 
chaos in the Vale 
on Tuesday 
morning (February 
28) after motorists 
were caught out by 
black ice. 

Police in the Vale 
told The GEM: “At least 
six collisions occurred 
on sections of the A48, 
the A4226 Five Mile 
Lane, and the B4270 in 
Llandow, with many 
believed to have been 
caused by cars hitting 
black ice. 

“In one incident, a 
motorcyclist was injured 
after losing control of 
his bike near the Pentre 
Meyrick junction of the 
A48. 

“Following the 
collision, the A48 was 
closed between 
Cowbridge and 
Culverhouse Cross by 
the Vale Council 
Highways department, 
to allow for gritting to 
take place. 


“The B4270 Llantwit 
Major Road was also 
closed in both directions 
for a short period to 
allow for recovery work 
and removal of debris, 
following another 
collision on the Llantwit 
Major roundabout near 
Meadow Vale Nursery.” 

The local policing 
inspector for Penarth 
and the Vale of 
Glamorgan, Gary Smart, 


speaking on Tuesday, 
said: “Conditions on 
many of the roads in the 
Vale were treacherous 
this morning. 

“Black ice is very 
difficult to see until it is 
often too late and we 
encourage motorists to 
take extra care, slow 
down and allow extra 
time for their journeys.”

I N the aftermath of Saturday’s shock 
13-29 defeat at Murrayfield, with 
hindsight it was perhaps too much 
to expect that a Wales team still 
struggling to settle on a ‘new way after 
Warrenball’, could again raise their 
game to the level and intensity of that 
heroic display against title favourites 
England in Cardiff. 

However, who could have foreseen the 
near-complete collapse in a truly 
abysmal second half that saw the lively 
Scots rattle up 20 points without reply - 
and break a cycle of nine successive 
defeats to Wales since 2008? 

That was the Grand Slam year when 
newly-appointed Wales coach Warren 
Gatland took charge of the squad, and the 
following year he recorded the first of four 
wins in the Scottish capital, ironically by a 
13-26 margin. 

The Kiwi was there again on Saturday - 
this time as a spectator in the capacity 
crowd, to run the rule over likely Six 


Nations candidates in his role as head coach 
for the Lions’ summer tour to New Zealand, 
and the TV cameras showed him looking 
pensive as red shirts imploded in front of 
him. 

And well he might, for on that 
performance alone, few of his regular 
charges had staked a convincing claim to a 
seat on the plane, while the worrying 
collapse added fuel to fears that Welsh play 
overall is on a backward slide from the 
trophy-filled days of the early Gatland era, 
and is revealing its old Achilles’ heel - wildly 
inconsistent peaks and troughs - while his 
attention is turned to Lions’ duties. 

How else to explain the stark contrast 
between the magnificent, gutsy display that 
almost overcame mighty England, and the 
floundering, error-ridden capitulation in the 
face of a lesser Scottish challenge just two 
weeks later? 

What had changed to explain this 
startling inconsistency? Certainly not the 
team - for caretaker head coach, Robert 
Howley, had responded to widespread 
criticism of actions taken from the Welsh 
bench during the loss to the English, by 
naming his original starting line-up (with 
George North returning) for a make or 
break pivotal game in the battle for the 
championship. 

He was, perhaps, still smarting from the 
critical fallout over the second-half changes 
that saw many people’s choice for man-of- 



the-match, Ross Moriarty, among other key 
players, taken off, which crucially hit team 
momentum, and along with a defensive lapse 
in the dying minutes, arguably cost Wales a 
famous victory. 

Howley insisted that player monitoring 
during the game had shown the rampaging 
No 8 was “beginning to tire” following a six- 
day turnaround since the Italy match in 
Rome, and they had brought on Taulupe 
Faletau, recently returned from injury, and 
with limited game time. 

“The England head coach Eddie Jones had 
emptied his bench to a certain extent, and we 
needed fresh legs on. The six-day turnaround 
has an influence on players and we felt we 
were making the right decisions... 

“It shows our strength in depth,” he 
maintained. Moriarty had deserved to start in 
a retained Welsh back row to face the Scots: 
”It puts pressure on Toby, a good 
pressure...To have a strong bench as we have, 
is key. We were disappointed with our bench 
against England and we are looking for better 
impact this weekend 

In the end, debates over the relative 
merits of individuals were rendered 
academic in the post-match gloom of the 
team’s collective failure to match more 
enterprising, livewire opponents, who 
though seemingly out-powered, had made 
the most of their opportunities - while the 
error-prone men in red were spurning theirs 
with profligate dropped passes, lost 


possession, and turnovers all adding to 
growing Welsh frustration. 

The Scots gratefully took advantage, with 
man-of-the-match, Finn Russell, 
comfortably pulling the strings at outside 
half and punishing indiscretions with the 
boot, including three first half penalties. 

In fact, Wales were still well in the hunt at 
half time, changing over with a 13-9 lead, 
thanks to a well-worked corner try by wing 
Liam Williams, converted by Leigh 
Halfpenny, who also landed two penalties, 
though crucially missing a third. 

They were not to score again as 
everything fell apart in a dismal second half 
that clearly belonged to Scotland (though 
two Welsh touchdowns were ruled out). 

In the end, two brilliantly executed 
crossfield tries by Tommy Seymour and Tim 
Visser, both converted by Russell, set the 
seal on a comprehensive Scottish victory. 

The fly half added a penalty minutes from 
time that deservedly keeps them in the hunt 
for a prized Triple Crown. 

For the Welsh camp, it is now “all about 
pride” as they prepare to host Ireland in the 
penultimate match on March 10: “Our 
championship is over. It was disappointing 
and frustrating... the performance was just 
not good enough”, said a grim-faced Howley. 

He and his under-fire fellow coaches know 
that a repeat of Saturday’s second half display 
at the Principality Stadium could well prove to 
be the straw that broke the camel’s back.
